Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-7 and 22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Sharma et al. 
teach a downhole in-situ measurement of physical and or chemical properties including 
fluid saturation of cores while coring. The prior art of record does not teach processing 
the measurement data using the method of simulated annealing for the estimation of an 
electrical permittivity distribution image and displaying said processed image on a 
display device in order to visualize multiphase oil-flows through a cross section of a 
pipe, well or tank.
